HAZELTOH, PENS., Oct. 21.—When 


Piesident Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers' union was asked tonight by a 
representative of the Associated Press 
what he had to say concerning the fail- 
ure to settle the great miners' strike, he 
said: "A? there appears to be a dis 
position on the part of the public to 
laj the responsibility for a prolongation 
of the striKe on the shoulders of 4he 
mine workers, I will say, for them, 
tba/ when the Scranton convention ac- 
cepted the ten per cent advance, pro 
viding the sliding scale was abolished, 
the miners met the operatives more 
than half way. As the miners had thus 
shown a conciliatory spirit, there is no 
good reason why the operatives should 
not accept the proposition of the oon 
vention. As a consequence of their 
failure to do so, the responsibility rests 
polel/ on the operatives for not having 
treated their employes with the proper 
consideration." When asked what the 
miners would do if all the ooal com- 
panies should post notices of an ad- 
vance, President Mitchell said: "When 
they have posted them, then I shall 
have something to say on the matter." 
In answer to the suggestion that 'a fur 
ther prolongation of the strike might 
cause a 15fe-k in the ranks of the strik- 
ers, be said that not a single man would 
go buck to work until he had been of- 
ficially notified to do so.

The terms of this important agreement 


of the two countries, which was arrived 
.U Oct. 10, between Lord Salisbury and 
Count von Hatzfeldt, German embassa- 
dor to England, are given out officially^ 
as follows: 


The German 
government and her 


British majesty's government, being de- 
sirous to maintain their interests in Chi- 
na and their 
rights under 
existing 


treaties, have agreed to observe the fol- 
lowing principles regarding a mutual pol- 
icy in China: 


"First.—It is a matter of joint perma- 


nent international Interest that the ports 
on tho rivers and littojal of China should 
remain free and open to trade and to 
every other legitimate form of economic 
activity for the peoples of till countries 
without distinction, and the two govern- 
ments agree on their part to uphold the 
same for all Chinese territory as far as 
they can exercise influence. 


Second.—-Both governments wiU not 


on their part make use of< the present 
complication to obtain for themselves any 
territorial advantage in Chinese domin- 
ion and will direct their policy toward 
maintaining undiminished the territorial 
condition of the Chinese emphe. 


"Third.—In case of 
another 
power 


mailing use ol the complications in China 
in order to obtain, under any forr.i what- 
ever, such territorial advantages, the 
two contracting parties reserve to them- 
selves the right to come to a preliminary 
understanding regarding the eventual 
step to be tiiKen for the protection of 
their own interests iu China. 


"Fourth.—The two governments will 


communicate this agreement to the other 
powers interested, especially Austria- 
Ilungiiry, France. Tfaly, .lapan, KuhHUi 
and the United States, and invite them 
to accept the principles recorded in it."

Ho slapped 
Sir Rouert's.face, and his son knocked him 
flown in the king's presence Tho incident is 
unique perhaps in tbo annals of diplomacy 
Both parties wero hurried out, and his 
majesty ordered them to quit the realm.

As he approached his native shores No. 9 
felt more and more strongly that ,he had 
gone too far, and at length took to an ex- 
clusive diot of opium, whereof he died in 
bight of land. The shah gavo Sir Robert 
an audience, but scarce!} spoke to him. 
lie even mocked his personal appearance— 
the old English cheer had de\eloped fat 
perhaps or a red nose. When the poor man 
hoard this, his dfstrtss brought on a fit of 
npoplexy and they buried him under the 
threshold of his own hou?o at Ispahan. 


But who was Sir Robert Shirley nnd 


how came it that tho great Shah Abbas 
sent him on embassies' The story is Jong, 
even summarized, far ono cannot mention 
Robert without alluding to his elder 
brothers. Among English adventurers 
they stand in tho first rank. 
Thomas, tho 


head of his ancient family and heir to a 
largo fortune, sericd in the low countries 
with great distinction. Then ho fitted out 
three vessels to make prh ate war upon tho 
Turks, but his reckless courage in attack- 
ing an enormous «ihip, which ho captured, 
however, convinced his men that ho W.IP 
not a businesslike leader, and tboy mil 
tiniod. Finally Sir Thomas vat, tiikui 
prisoner and confined for four >ears in a 
dungeon at Constantinople, treated with 
horrible barbarity and ordered to execution 
at least threo times. 
At length his father 


ransomed him, but the man was incorrigi- 
ble. A letter to tho Etirl of Shrew -ibury 
states, .Sept. 7, 1007: "Young Hir Thomas 
Shirley is committed to the tower. Some 
soy it was for overbuying himself with 
tho traffic of Constantinople, to Iwse 
brought it into Venice and tho Florentine 
territories," oto. „ That is the last w'J hear 
of him. 


Anthony, the second son, graduated at 


Oxford, fought in tbc low countries and in 
France, where Henry of Navarro decorated 
him. It was on this occasion that Eliza- 
beth declared, "I will not have my sheep 
markfed with a strange brand or suffer 
them to follow the pipe of a strange shi'p- 
hord." Sir Anthony was committed to 
the fleet. Then ho went buccaneering, cap- 
tured St. .Tago and Jamaica, ser\od with 
Essex at Cadiz and in Ireland, \Nhero hj 
was knighted, and presently ltd a force of 
picked English soldiers to Venice to sup 
port Don Ccsaro d'Este. 
T'pon arrival, 


howexer, ho found that the disputants hud 
cotwj to terms, and from Venice ho started 
for Persia. Essex and the company of 
Aleppo merchants supplied him 
with 


funds, for what object \\o do not see cloar- 
ly, but tho adventurer's resources all 
through lito were mysterious He traveled 
in prodigious state. At length ho reached 
Ispahan and gained the shah's favor at 
once. Ho was first named lieutenant o/ 
the imperial army, but presently the shah 
dispatched him to Europe on a ro\ing mis- 
sion to stir up the Christian powers against 
the Turk. 
Through Muscovy, Germany, 


Italy and Spain this asfconibhing man trav- 
eled like a princo, receiving the highest 
honors overy\\ here. 
Tho German emperor 


sent him as ombassodor to Marocco. 


In Spain ho was made a Knight of St. 


.Tago and appointed captain general of a 
fleet comprising 200 great ships, besides 
galleys and small veseels, manned by 30.- 
000 sailors and soldiers. Tho' purpose of 
this armament in not divnlgodi .but it 
caused such' alarm tblitf Jambs Bordered 
his subject to return to England at ontie on 
peril of his lifo. 
Sir Anthony disobeyed 


thcsiiiumons, but ho thought it prudent 
to resign his high command. Ho died in 
Spain in 1C30, magnificent to the test, 
though bis only visible income was a pen- 
sion of 2,000 ducats as a count of the Holy 
Roman Empire.

Packs on Their Backs. 


Dnrjeeling tea, said Mr. George W. 


Chribtison in a recent lecture before the 
Urlti&h Society of Arts, is all carried by 
tho hardy hill nion up the steop mountain 
roads to tho nearest railway station on the 
way to market. It is no unusual day's 
work for a cooly to carry u tea chest 
weighing'from 110 to ISO pounds a dis- 
tance of flve or h-ix inilos, making at the 
p<Hiio tiuio an iiscontof from 2,500 to 8,500 
feet in Hheer vertical elevation.

thoso who perform such a tent. Of course 
these people ure trained to load carrying 
and mountain climbing from their very 
infancy, and hence the peculiar set of 
muscular faculties required for them are 
fully doiolopcd, if not actually called in- 
to existence, at the cost of others, so much 
so that walking on a level lifter a few 
miles becomes positively painful to them.

piano up tho hill to Darjcohug, a distance 
of 60 miles, forward and involving a riso 
of more than 5,000 foot in elevation by tho 
old road. Thoso hill tribes are a hardy 
people, capable of performing marvelous 
journeys without partaking of food, or on 
the most meager fare.—Now York World.

In one of the many glass cases in tho 


Smithsonian institution at Washington is 
a stuffed owl. this particular owl is tho 
ono, in the words of tiie late President 
Hayes, "tbaf javred the Washington monu- 
ment," and therein lies the story.. 


During Centennial year congress re- 


solved to provide the necessary funds for 
tbo completion of the monument, which 
up to tbnt time had been worked at only 
while the several smaller appropriations 
lusted. It was discovered, however, that 
tho original foundation was likely to prove 
iucnpublo of 
sustaining tbo enormous 


•weight of marble necessary for carrying 
Che shnft 550 feet above terra flrma. A 
now foundation was therefore needed, and 
architects thought a solid concrete bed 100 
feet squuro nnd nearly 14 feet in thickness 
would accomplish the strengthening de- 
sired. 


During the operation of replacing the old 


foundation it was considered expedient to 
provide moans for noting carefully the 
slightest vibration of the walls, lest tbo 
monument might, be in diyigor of collaps- 
ing.' Accordingly' a hcuvj' weight was 
suspended l>y a stout thread from tbo apex 
to u pan of thick sirup located in the baso, 
GO that no chuncc drafts of uir would be 
likely to sway the weight. An ingenious 
contrivance wns so attached to tbo weight 
tlmt tho slightest vibration of tho shaft 
would bu faithfully recorded, and its inse- 
curity would Jit. onco be nn established fact. 


Ono morning a fow months after those 


careful precautions had beou taken thoro 
was u grout commotion among tho work- 
men. A complete record of numerous per- 
turbations and tremblings had beon writ- 
ten on tho index, showing conclusively 
that tho mammoth obelisk bad jarred, 
swayed and sattled dilring tho night. 
Scientific heads were dubiously shaken. 
After much persuasion ono of tbo men 
finally consented to go to tbo top and ex- 
amino into tho cause. Tho astonishing re- 
port camo into the. midst of tho anxious 
throng below that'an owl in seeking shel- 
ter in tbo lofty tower had somehow man- 
aged to catch its wings in the thread and 
was still hanging there, suspended to tho 
interior of the monument, and tho innu- 
merablu flappings and struggles of his owl- 
ship had all been recorded by the indos as 
testimony aga-inst tho stability of plupib 
luid imirhlo blocks und solid concrete.—
